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CANCER survivor Mick Pilling is back in 
the saddle as he prepares to bike from 
London to Paris for the second time. 

Mick, 60, of Bishops Close, Haverhill, 
will take on the gruelling cycling chal¬ 
lenge for Macmillan and travel 500km in 
memory of his mother, father and twin 
brother, who all battled the disease. 

The 60-year-old, who was given the all- 
clear from head and neck cancer in 2010, 
has supported the charity since 1998, the 
year his mum started receiving help and 
advice for her illness. 

He said: “I lost my mum, dad and twin 
brother in the seven years between 1998 
and 2005. 

“When I buried my brother I was going 
through head and neck cancer, which is 
one of the rarer forms of cancer - it 
affects about four per cent of the cancer 
population.” 

Mum Renata, 72, died in 1998, dad John, 
81, passed away in 2001 and twin brother 
Alan, 52, died in 2005 after their cancers 
spread through their bodies. 

Mick has taken on the mammoth bike 
ride once before in 2011 and has also 
climbed Ben Nevis in 2010 to try to raise 
money and awareness for Macmillan 
after the support they gave to his family. 

During the 2011 ride he met Matt Davis, 
of Huntstanton, and the pair decided to 
cycle together again after Matt lost his 


dad at Christmas. 

Mick said: “It isn’t right that he does it 
by himself so I signed up to do it with 
him. It’s not just important to me and to 
us, but to Macmillan and other cancer 
patients. If others coming through see I 
can do this it’s a goal they can aim for to 
do something for themselves.” 

The 60-year-old has racked up £6,000 
for the charity so far and plans to boost 
his total by holding a charity quiz night 
on June 5 at Costa Coffee in Haverhill 
High Street, starting at 7pm. 

Mick said it will cost £25 for teams of 
five people, and the pair hope to round 
up about 15 or 16 teams. 


The dad-of-two said: “I have not raised 
as much as some people, but they need 
everything they can get, as do all chari¬ 
ties.” 

Mick is training hard for the ride, which 
sets off from London on July 3, and 
thanked Abbeycroft Leisure in Haverhill 
for allowing him free admittance and use 
of the facilities for three months. 

The grandfather-of-three also cycles 
the 62 minutes from home to 
Addenbrooke’s, where he works in the 
bowel screening team, every work day.

Boiling sugar water 
thrown over inmate 


BOILING water laced with sugar was 
thrown over an inmate inside Highpoint 
Prison, Ipswich Crown Court heard. 

Colby Neil-Clarke has pleaded guilty to 
assault and causing grievous bodily 
harm to fellow prison inmate Granville 
During. 

He has been sentenced to four years in 
jail for the attack, which left his victim 
with second-degree burns. 

The incident, on July 24 last year, alleg¬ 
edly came after Mr During refused to 
lend Neil-Clarke, of no fixed address, his 
hair clippers. 

The court heard on Tuesday, May 28, 
that During was chatting to a prison 
officer near the canteen when he became 
aware of someone running towards him. 

Michael Crimp, prosecuting, told how 
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said Mr During felt an “immense pain” 
as his back, neck and head were struck 
by the scalding liquid thrown from a 
plastic tub. 

As well as suffering second-degree 
burns, Mr During was heavily blistered 
and may be scarred for life, Mr Crimp 
said. 

The sugar crystals had to be picked out 
of his damaged skin during medical 
treatment. 

In the moments after the incident, Mr 
During was given first aid by prison staff 
as 22-year-old Neil-Clarke was detained. 

Kevin Toomey, defending, said that 
Neil-Clarke, who at the time was also a 


serving prisoner at Highpoint, believed 
that he was under threat from Mr During 
and wanted to make a pre-emptive 
attack. 

Neil-Clarke was aware of the pain suf¬ 
fered by Mr During as he suffered a 
similar attack in another prison. 

Mr Recorder Guy Ayers, who passed the 
four-year sentence, refused to believe 
that the defendant was under any threat 
from Mr During. He said: “You overre¬ 
acted in a most extraordinary fashion. I 
utterly reject any suggestion that you 
were under threat from the victim.” 

Mr Recorder Ayers continued to say 
that the combination of sugar and water, 
which was intended to ensure maxi¬ 
mum damage to Mr During, was the 
equivalent of using a weapon.

Let’s worry about 
2014, not 2031 

I READ with interest the letter in 
Weekly News on May 23 from 
Councillor Tony Brown. 

I too am extremely concerned 
with the building of 2,500 houses 
on part of Wilsey Farm’s and the 
impact it will have, not only on 
the town’s infrastructure (or 
rather lack of it) but the loss of the 
only piece of natural countryside 
of woodland, fields and streams 
that is so well utilised and 
appreciated by so many people in 
Haverhill, plus, the loss of prime 
agricultural land along with its 
wildlife. I note that the 
landowner, to discourage people 
from walking on paths that are 
not designated footpaths, has 
placed signs stating ‘wildlife 
conservation area’ on paths that 
are within the farmland she has 
sold to the developers. So much 
for farmers being the keepers of 
the English countryside! This 
must depend on the price! 

After sitting in traffic outside 
Coupals Primary School on Friday 
for 10 minutes, because cars were 
parked both sides of the road and 
the buses could not get through,

stuck in traffic coming from the 
football ground and Samuel 
Ward.

WEST Suffolk MP and skills 
minister Matthew Hancock 
has decided to take a two- 
month break this summer 
after his third child is born.

help improve the education¬ 
al attainment of Suffolk chil¬ 
dren now and in the future. 

“While we will take time to 
assess fully all the report’s 
recommendations, the pro¬ 
posed partnership with 
Hackney is something we’re 
very positive about and have 
already started to imple¬ 
ment. 

“This isn’t about replicating 
exactly what Hackney has 
done because that wouldn’t 
necessarily work in Suffolk. 


“We know that much can be 
achieved from closer work¬ 
ing with them and that fresh 
ideas will come from part¬ 
nerships like this.” 

Cllr Rita Krishna, cabinet 
member for children’s ser¬ 
vices at Hackney Council, 
said that the partnership will 
be a good move towards 
improvements across 
Suffolk. 

She said: “We are happy to 
develop a more formal rela¬ 
tionship with Suffolk County 
Council to help raise educa¬ 
tional standards in the coun¬ 
ty-” 

Suffolk County Council is 
expected to publish its for¬ 
mal response to the RSA’s 
report in July 2013.

A CHANCE meeting between 
two men has put a little mystery 
to bed. 

For 18 years, six beautiful cast 
iron scrolls stood gathering dust 
in Taylor’s foundry, Haverhill. 

The owner, Gerry Taylor, had 
never received payment for the 
works and had considered tak¬ 
ing the scrolls home to decorate 
his garden. 

Meanwhile, something was 
missing from the famous Trellis 
Walk in the Italian Gardens of 
Trentham estate. 

A chance encounter at the 
Royal Academy in London

allowed the two men to make the 
connection. 

Gerry Taylor and Mike Herbert, 
regional director at St Modwen, 
who own the estate, were at the 
Royal Academy for a celebration 
of bronze metal works. 

After what Gerry desribed as a 
“jovial chat” they made the 
conection and realised the works 
were probably done by Gerry’s 
father as replacements for six 
lost scrolls from the famous 
Trellis Walk. 


The earliest record of the 
estate, in Stoke on Trent, dates 
back to 1086, and since it has 
been home to a number or influ¬ 
ential figures, including the Earl 
of Suffolk and Sir Thomas Pope. 

Millions of pounds have been 
spent on the estate in recent 
years to restore it to its former 
glory and the scrolls have now 
placed in their rightful location. 

Michael Walker, Trentham’s 
head of garden and estate, said: 
“It’s amazing how a chance 
meeting in London between two 
key players led to this important 
piece of restoration”.

washing machines.” 


The great-grandmother, whose 
first husband died in 1976, met 
her second husband George after 
placing an ad to search for 
companionship. 

She said: “I was a widow for 
seven years but I began to be a 
nuisance to my son and daughter. 

“I put an advert in the 
Cambridge Evening News for a 
friend and I met George and we 
got married in 1983.” 

George died in 2000, but May 
still spends her days surrounded 
by family and is cared for by 
granddaughter Christine, who 
visits every day.

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Robyne’s rare condition has 
turned her life upside down 


A rare and debilitating condition caused by a deadly blood clot has changed 
Robyne Toseland’s life forever. But, despite battling an illness which leaves her 
“feeling drunk, just without the alcohol”, the inspiring 28 -year-old is determined 
to make every day count - and help others find their silver lining too. Lydia Fallon 
reports

R OBYNE Toseland is getting a new tattoo, 
but this is no trivial inking of a flower or a 
heart, it is a date - March 16, 2008, to be 
exact - the day her life changed forever. 

“I think people think I’m crazy,” says Robyne. 
“But on that date I was diagnosed with a 
pulmonary embolism, and it all started from 
there really. My life changed and it’s never 
going to be the same again. 

“I want it tattooed to remind me how lucky 
I am, but also because I feel like it symbolises 
the beginning of the new me. In many ways I’m 
grieving for the Robyne that I lost on that date, 
but I’m now a new Robyne -1 just have to try 
and get used to her!” 

To meet Robyne today - bright, bubbly 
and infectiously upbeat -1 would never have 
guessed the girl sitting in front of me has not 
only overcome two life threatening illnesses, 
but also suffers from a chronic condition which 
has turned her world completely upside down. 

A day out shopping with friends, dancing 
the night away in town, a secure and fulfilling 
career. These are the kind of things most 
28-year-olds take for granted, but since 
Robyne, who lives in Impington, was diagnosed 
with Postural Orthostatic Tachycardia 
Syndrome, or POTS for short, last year, even 
attempting the smallest things can prove the 
ultimate struggle. “Life has completely changed 
for me,” Robyne explains. “It’s kind of like I’m 
old before my time. I used to love going out 
with my friends, but now I struggle to plan 
anything in advance as the chances are I won’t 
have enough energy to make it. 

“I’m also a complete shopaholic, and 
this condition really gets in the way of my 
shopping,” she laughs. 

POTS is a chronic health condition which 
can be defined as an abnormal increase in 
heart rate on becoming upright. Although not 
life threatening, it is completely life altering, 
with symptoms including dizziness, fainting, 


headaches, nausea and palpitations. When 
most of us stand up our heart rate increases by 
10-15 beats per minute, but for a POTS sufferer, 
within 10 minutes of standing up, there is a 
heart rate increase of 30 beats per minute or 
more. 

From walking up the stairs to driving her 
car, nothing Robyne does in her day-to-day life 
can escape POTS’ clutches. “Basically it means 
that most of the time I’m standing I feel faint. 
My vision goes dark, my hearing goes funny. 
Sometimes it gets so bad that I’m bed-bound 
by it, because I just can’t function. 

“It doesn’t sound like a big deal, but the way I 
describe it to people is that it’s like doing really 
hard intensity exercise all the time or it’s kind 
of like being drunk without the alcohol, which 
sounds like fun, but when it’s constant it’s 
really not!” 

A rare condition - it has only recently been 
properly described - Robyne had known deep 
down something was wrong for months, but 
struggled to make doctors take notice. They 
believed her ever-growing list of symptoms was 
just her body recovering from the near-fatal 
blood clot that saw her admitted to hospital 
back in 2008, and something that would pass in 
time. But it never did. “For four years after my 
blood clot I kept saying to doctors ‘Something 
isn’t right’. I couldn’t do anything, even walk; I 
was like a snail. I had endless tests but they just 
thought it was my body recovering,” Robyne 
says. 

Pushing her fears to the back of her mind, 
Robyne tried to get her life back on track, 
but in September 2011 she was dealt another 
blow. “I was on the blood thinning medication 
warfarin, and that caused me to have a 
retroperitoneal haemorrhage, which is when 
the blood pools behind the abdomen. I lost six 
pints of blood and it was the worst thing I’ve 
ever experienced in my life, even worse than 
the blood clot. 


“It was like I had to pick up the pieces all 
over again,” Robyne reflects. “After 2008 I felt 
like my heart was broken into pieces and I was 
trying to pick them up one by one, and then 
that happened and it knocked me back again.” 

Lucky to survive for the second time, doctors 
took Robyne off the warfarin, believing the 
risk outweighed the benefits, and went about 
trying to get to the bottom of why she still felt 
so ill. The main thing they could find was that 
her heart rate was completely out of control. In 
fact, Robyne’s GP said it was one of the fastest 


she’d ever seen. “Last year it deteriorated and 
I had a spell where my blood pressure just 
wouldn’t stabilize. I was admitted to hospital 
and they did something called a tilt table 
test, which is when you’re strapped to a table 
and they monitor your heart rate and blood 
pressure,” Robyne explains. 

Following hours of tests, doctors diagnosed 
Robyne with POTS, explaining it was most 
likely caused as a result of blood clots and 
damage to the deep veins in her legs. After 
years not knowing what was wrong, it was a 
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relief to finally be able to put a name to 
the condition. “I just felt like if I could 
get a diagnosis it would justify why I 
feel so poorly all the time, and give me a 
reason to be kinder to myself.” 

But coping with a condition so many 
people have never even heard of can 
prove both lonely and frustrating. “It can 
be really lonely because no one really 
understands how it affects my life. I look 
quite well on the outside, and people 
will look at me and not know anything 
is wrong,” Robyne says. “I have 
a blue badge for parking and 
people just look at me like 
‘What is she doing?’, and 
I just want to say ‘That’s 
really unfair, because 
you shouldn’t judge a 
book by its cover. Yes, 
maybe I look well, but 
that doesn’t mean on 
the inside things are 
working properly’. 

Maybe if they could 
live just one day in 
my shoes they would 
realise.” 

And the mystery 
surrounding the illness 
is another reason Robyne is 
so keen to raise awareness, and 
ensure other sufferers have the support 
they so desperately need. “It’s a very 
unusual condition, and yes, it’s not life 
threatening, but it completely turns 
your life upside down. I just think there 
is always a silver lining in things and 
perhaps this is my silver lining - to raise 
awareness and help other people. 

“All I want is for something slightly 
positive to come from it. Even if I 
could just help one person that would 
make me really happy and make it all 
worthwhile.” 

But even Robyne, a ray of sunshine 
throughout our interview, admits coping 
with everything life has thrown at her 
is a constant struggle. “I’m someone 
on the outside who comes across as 
quite positive but then on the inside I’m 
falling apart a little bit,” she says. “But I 
think you have to keep smiling as best 
you can, even when things are tough. I 
love the quote ‘Only in the darkness can 
you see the stars’. I think that’s really 
appropriate because when things are 
tough you can really see the wonderful 
things in your life as well.” 

One of those ‘wonderful things’ is 


Robyne’s husband Carl, who is always 
there to offer unconditional support on 
the good and bad days. “I got married 
in 2009, and Carl has been an absolute 
angel. Before we got married, I kept 
asking if he was sure he wanted to marry 
an ill person. I sometimes feel guilty 
because I feel like I’m holding him back. 

“Some days he doesn’t even have to 
say anything, he just holds my hand or 
gives me a hug and is just there for me.” 

Robyne believes her condition has 
deteriorated in the last year, 
and she is finding it harder 
and harder to stand or 
walk for long periods 
of time. Doctors have 
prescribed steroids 
to try and increase 
blood volume and 
keep the blood 
pressure up, but at 
the moment little 
seems to be working. 
Robyne hopes 
ongoing research will 
provide a clearer path 
forward, but concedes 
it can sometimes be 
difficult to see a future. 
“Sometimes I have days when 
I think ‘Today is going to be the 
day when it is all made better’, but then 
it doesn’t get made better, and I have a 
real low. 

“Doctors have said they don’t know 
what it means for the long term but I’m 
desperate to have a family: I really want 
a little girl as I’m obsessed with pink.” 

In light of everything she’s been 
through, I wonder if the condition has 
changed Robyne’s outlook on life? “In so 
many ways,” she smiles. “I appreciate 
life much more and realise how lucky 
I am compared to what could have 
happened. It makes me want the smaller 
things more, and love the people close 
to me more than ever. 

“Sometimes I think ‘Why me?’, but 
then I think ‘Well, why not me?’ I truly 
believe everything happens for a reason, 
and I feel like that reason is I can help 
people in a similar situation and let 
them know they’re not alone. It’s scary 
but you can get through it. 

“You have to keep smiling because at 
the end of the day there is a silver lining 
to every cloud.”

L OVE her or loathe her, the death of 
former Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher caused a lot of passionate 
political debate. 

I could not help thinking, whatever your 
personal views of Mrs Thatcher, she left no 
doubt regarding her stance on the political 
issues of the day and her conviction on 
resolving them. It is a shame, with so much 
spin doctoring and political correctness, that 
it is often difficult for us, the electorate, to 
differentiate between the three main 
political parties and is probably the reason 
why UKIP have had such a surge in support 
which was reflected in their recent success 
at the local elections.

Tickets on sale for comedy festival 


THE full Cambridge Comedy Festival line-up 
has been announced and tickets are now on 
sale. 

Launched in 2007 and gearing up for its 
seventh year, this summer's jam-packed 
festival will run from July 16-21.

Fentastic show 



THE mysterious, soggy Fens are often 
forgotten by the worlds of theatre and film, 
so Dan Canham, a former Hills Road student 
in Cambridge and artistic director of his own 
production company, Still House, decided to 
put that right. 

Originally from Burwell, Dan is bringing 
Ours Was the Fen Country, a dance-theatre 
piece that explores the murky stories and 
watery histories of the Fens, to Cambridge 
Junction tonight (Thursday). 

Explaining how the show emerged, Dan 
says: "For the last couple of years I've been 
going around the Fens, mostly on trains and 
on my bike, interviewing people, seeking 
out rare characters who have ways of life 
that are not so common any more, talking 
to them about their lives, their histories, 
their relationships to the landscape, and 
about the future and their hopes and their 
fears around that." 

During his investigative travels, Dan 
stumbled across a cast of unique Fenland 
people with captivating tales to tell. 

"People that the likes of you or I might not 
necessarily come into contact with because 
they keep themselves to themselves and 
they're relatively self-sufficient," says Dan. 

"I met some really generous, warm hearted, 
friendly people who were happy to share 
their stories." 

There was Peter Carter, the last traditional 
eel catcher who uses homemade willow 
traps, ("It took me a lot of perseverance 
to get an interview with him, but when I 
did, it was brilliant, he was full of brilliant 
stories and an attitude that you don't often 


find"), 92-year-old Nancy Mason who has 
lived through two world wars and has spent 
almost all her years living on the Fen, and 
a 20-year-old farmer called Phil Smith who 
has worked a 1,000-acre farm since he was 
16 ("He's really happy out there and loves 
farming. He speaks absolutely beautifully 
about his relationship with nature and about 
his life"). 

Taking the audio from those interviews, 
Dan has built a piece of theatre around 


the Fens and its people, layering music, 
dance and spoken word. "It's a piece of 
dance theatre that uses words, movement, 
music and lights to conjure up some of 
the atmospheres of the Fens, some of the 
heaviness and also the beauty," he says 
earnestly. "It uses that landscape as a 
metaphor for wider concerns about change, 
about loss and things dying out and our 
relationship to the natural world, to the 
land, to the soil."

THE BIG WEDDING 

certificate 15,1h29m 

BASED on the 2006 French farce 
Mon Frere Se Marie, The Big 
Wedding chronicles the trials and 
tribulations of a fractured family 
on the biggest day in one young 
man's life. 

Justin Zackham's lacklustre English- 
language remake is laden with 
Oscar-winning and Oscar-nominated 
talent with impeccable comedic 
credentials including Diane Keaton, 
Robert De Niro, Katherine Heigl 
and Robin Williams. In fact, it is an 
embarrassment of acting riches. 

But where it matters - plot, 
character development and, hearty 
belly laughs - The Big WeddingiaWs 
to deliver. Perhaps something was 
lost in translation but Zackham's 
script lacks snappy dialogue and 
the aisles are crammed with broad 
stereotypes. 

The rogue's gallery includes a 
Catholic priest who abandons all 
hope for the souls of the bride and 
groom-to-be because they won't 
impose religion on their children 
and a sex-starved twentysomething 
virgin who is saving himself for his 
own wedding night. 

At the centre of all this madness is 
Alejandro Griffin (Ben Barnes), the 
Colombian-born adopted son of Don 
(Robert De Niro) and Ellie (Diane 
Keaton), who is poised to say "I 
do" to his pretty sweetheart, Missy 



O'Connor (Amanda Seyfried). 

As the big day beckons, Alejandro 
has a huge favour to ask his now 
divorced adoptive parents. He 
needs them to pretend that they are 
still married so that his biological 
mother - a devout Catholic called 
Madonna (Patricia Rae) who is flying 
in specially for the wedding - won't 
be offended. 

Don, who now lives with Bebe 
(Susan Sarandon), and Ellie 
reluctantly agree to go along with 
the charade, as do the couple's 
grown-up children Lyla (Katherine 
Heigl) and Jared (Topher Grace), who 
have their own relationship woes. 

Once Madonna arrives at the 
celebrations with her sexually 
voracious daughter Nuria (Ana 


Ayora) in tow, one little white lie 
stacks atop another, right up to 
the point that family priest Father 
Monighan (Robin Williams) asks 
Alejandro and Missy to pledge 
themselves to each other before 
God. Sure enough, the tower of fibs 
eventually topples over 
It's a fair summation of The Big 
Wedding, a frothy and harmless 
confection that squanders the on¬ 
screen talent. Keaton, De Niro and 
Sarandon are powerless to polish the 
dialogue into sparkling gems, while 
Heigl's character embarks on an 
emotional rollercoaster that should 
have us choking back tears by the 
finale. Even Williams is out of sorts 
as the holy man.

Wet feet 

wonders 


THE other week, maverick designer Diarmuid 
Gavin advised gardeners that they would have 
to roll with the weather to ensure their gardens 
survived and thrived the extremes. 

That advice may prove useful to people who 
are looking out on yet another rainy day and 
wondering which plantings will 
withstand consistently soggy 
conditions and come to life in 
very wet soil. 

Look at the positives of 
having a boggy site. Damp 
ground is a valuable wildlife 
habitat and there are plenty of 
plants which will thrive happily 
with wet feet, including bugle 
(Ajuga reptans), Siberian 
iris, lobelia, Arum lily and 
globeflower. 

As for trees, native willows 
and alder are at their happiest in damp conditions 
if you have plenty of space to plant them a safe 
distance from your house. 

Quite a few perennials and shrubs will thrive, 
such as hostas (although be vigilant against 
slugs and snails) and Jerusalem sage (Pulmonaria 
saccharata), an evergreen with white spotted 
foliage and red, pink or white flowers that bloom 
from late winter to late spring, while the foam 


flower (Tiarella cordifolia) is a spreading perennial 
with spikes of creamy white. 

Popular shrubs which will tolerate a lot of water 
include many viburnums, dogwoods and spiraea. 
For those with big bog gardens which are wet 
throughout the winter and damp in summer, go 
for the enormous Gunnera 
manicata, which has dark green 
deciduous leaves spanning up to 
2.5m (8ft) and provides a great 
backdrop for seasonal flowers. 

If you haven't much space, 
it may be better to plump for 
smaller specimens such as 
houttuynia and mimulus. 

Another plant that boasts 
impressive foliage is the 
skunk cabbage (Lysichiton 
americanus), which grows 1m 
(3ft) high by 1.25m (4ft) wide. 
But try not to plant it too close to nose level, as its 
big yellow flowers have a striking odour. 

If you are creating a bog garden, bear in mind 
that bog plants look best in bold groups. Combine 
a good clump of foliage with some smaller, more 
colourful choices. 

For those who want more colour, astilbes love 
wet soil and produce delicate plumes in white, 
pink, mauve, red and crimson in summer.

For a splash of green and yellow in spring, 
Euphorbia palustris is the one to go for, although 
beware of the milky sap which can irritate skin. 

Cowslips should also be included in your bog 
garden border. Among the best is the giant 
cowslip (primula florindae), which grows to 
around 1m (3ft) and carries stunning tubular 
pendant yellow scented flowers in summer. 

Another wonderful variety which is easily sown 
from seed is Primula denticulata, which bears 
beautiful flowerballs in lavender, cerise, mauve or 
white. And candelabra primulas are also bursting 
with colour in early summer, in a vast range of 
colours. 

For a tall, elegant perennial, try Ligularia 
przewalskii, which has 2m (6ft) high stems and 
produces spires of yellow flowers in mid to late 


summer. 

If you want your colour scheme to last longer, 
plant some Rodgersia podophylla, which has 
creamy white flowers in the summer and leaves 
which change colour beautifully in the autumn. 

Remember that with plants which love soggy 
conditions, weed carefully as many of them will 
seed around the parents. If primulas do this, they 
have a tendency to produce a lot more colours. 

If you want your wet garden to look natural, 
plant around existing features such as logs or 
mossy tree stumps. And make sure you dig in 
plenty of organic matter to help them along. 

With a little imagination, you can soon reap 
the rewards of consistently wet soil and it should 
help stave off the misery of looking out at the 
rain.

Insurance deal to 
help young drivers 


INSURANCE premiums may have 
witnessed a slight respite recently 
with the introduction 
of legislation to cut down on so- 
called ‘ambulance chasers’, but 
for young people the nightmare 
of the first year’s pre mium is still 
a crippling burden. 

Parents often help with the cost, 
but insurance broker R K Harrison 
has joined forces with the 
Institute of Advanced Motorists 
(IAM) to try to reduce the burden 
on young drivers. 

It works like this: a parent takes 
out a ‘family’ insurance portfolio 
covering a number of different 
policies including cover for their 
child’s car - and the young driver 
can build up their own no-claims 
discount. 

A ‘black box’ monitoring system 
is installed into the car to meas¬ 
ure speed, acceleration and brak¬ 
ing, plus a GPS location logger to 
correlate driving inputs to road 
types. 

Then, within a month of the 
policy’s start, the youngster must 
take a specific half-day course 
with an IAM instructor, who goes 
through various aspects of stay¬ 
ing safe behind the wheel. There 
are theory elements and practical

on-road sections too. 

Katie Small, director of R K 
Harrison, explains: “Telematics 
isn’t a new idea into the market, 
but unlike any other telematics 
solution that just monitors the 
driving, we are giving young driv¬ 
ers the tools to have the experi¬ 
ence that they wouldn’t have by 
only taking normal driving les¬ 
sons and a driving test.” 

Every month, a report on the 
young driver’s ‘safety perfor¬ 
mance’ is sent to them and their 
parents. 

Small says that the family port¬ 
folio should work out at between 


10% and 30% cheaper than an 
equivalent product outside of this 
scheme, reducing the impact of 
that first year’s car insurance. 

Neil Grieg, director of policy for 
IAM, says: “Your average young 
driver will probably have learnt to 
drive in a town or city in daylight. 

“They haven’t gone on to rural 
roads; they certainly haven’t gone 
on to motorways and they haven’t 
built up that experience yet. What 
we’re trying to do is give them a 
little bit of extra experience.” 

Accident rates among young 
drivers, although steadily declin¬ 
ing in line with all other age 
groups, are still a chief concern, 
says Grieg. 

“Our biggest road safety issue is 
young drivers; those first six to 12 
months of solo driving, and we 
want to be doing something pro¬ 
active.” 

Love them or loathe them, tele¬ 
matics boxes are becoming a nec¬ 
essary piece of kit for young driv¬ 
ers but they don’t have to be a big 
deal. 

Grieg adds: “The thing about 
these black boxes is that drivers 
quickly forget that they’re there 
and just drive normally, and then 
get the feedback afterwards.”
